Everybody  loves  Pansies.  There  is  a  queer  little  charm  about  their  elfin  faces  that  awakens  responsiveness  in 
every  human  heart.  Seed  sown  in  February  and  March  produces  flowers  for  fate  spring  and  summer;  sown  in  April 
will  bloom  in  August  and  September.  Best  results  are  obtained  by  sowing  the  seed  in  early  autumn  and  transferring 
the  tiny  plants  to  a  coldframe,  or  to  a  sheltered  spot  outdoors  where  they  can  be  protected  in  the  winter.  They  will 
come  into  bloom  in  early  spring,  and  about  Easter-time  can  be  transplanted  to  their  permanent  quarters  while  in 
full  bloom. 

It  is  well  to  make  the  ground  very  rich  with  rotten  manure  or  other  fertilizer,  and  to  see  that  they  have  plenty 
of  water  at  all  times.  Light  shade  helps  during  the  hot  months,  and  faded  flowers  should  be  picked  off  to  prevent 
seed  forming  which  will  cause  them  to  stop  blooming.  In  midsummer  it  is  frequently  wise  to  cut  back  the  plants 
somewhat  and  fertilize  with  liquid  manure  to  induce  large,  late  bloom.

IN  order  that  a  garden  may  be  the  restful,  recreational  place  it  ought  to  be,  it  should  have  a  feeling  of 
quiet  and  permanence.

The  flowers,  opening  in 
June  and  July,  are  massive,  well-formed,  and  delici¬ 
ously  fragrant.  They  are  pale  yellow,  fading  to  creamy 
white  of  great  purity.  Plant  in  light  sandy  loam  and 
give  good  drainage.  Extra-select  bulbs,  $1.25  each,

Lilium  auratum.  The  best  of  the  late  summer 

- -  flowers  and  the  queen  fiest 

of  all  Lilies  is  L.  auratum,  the  Golden-rayed  Lily  of 
Japan,  discovered  on  the  slopes  of  Fuji-Yama,  grow¬ 
ing  wild  and  untouched  in  all  its  glory.  There  it 
grew  in  porous,  open  soil  composed  of  volcanic 
matter  and  overlaid  with  woodland  mold.  This  is 
one  of  the  easiest  Lilies  to  grow  in  cool  woodland 
where  it  keeps  damp  at  the  roots.  It  is  a  stem-rooting 
Lily,  as  well  as  having  roots  that  issue  from  the  bulb 
at  the  base,  and  should,  therefore,  be  planted  very 
deep — as  much  as  12  inches.  It  should  be  mulched, 
preferably  with  granulated  peat.  Stems  of  big  bulbs 
often  reach  a  height  of  5  feet,  bearing  as  many  as 
twenty  enormous  flowers.  Blooms  in  August.  Select 
bulbs,  8  to  9  in.  circum.,  35  cts.  each,  $3.20  for  10, 
$29  per  100. 

I  had  a  few  Lilies  from  you  this  spring  which  bloomed  profusely,  and 
I  want  to  say  just  one  word  about  Lilium  auratum.  You  state  in  your 
advertisement  of  this  Lily  that  it  has  been  known  to  reach  a  height  of 
5  feet  and  bear  as  many  as  twenty  enormous  flowers. 

I  am  willing  to  make  affidavit  to  the  following:  I  had  three  spikes 
from  the  bulbs  you  sent  me  this  spring,  two  of  which  reached  the 
height  of  8  feet,  bearing  twenty-four  blooms  each,  and  measuring  from 
8  to  10  inches  across,  while  the  other  grew  to  be  7  feet  high  and  bore 
twenty-seven  blossoms  measuring  from  7  to  8  inches  across. 

Now  I  do  not  know  that  this  was  an  unusual  growth,  but  I  do  know 
that  they  were  admired  by  everyone  who  saw  them,  and  were  the  talk 
of  the  town. — James  Cason,  Murfreesboro,  Tennessee.

This  beautiful  and  rare  Lily  was  introduced  from 
China  and  is  of  strong  and  vigorous  constitution. 
Ordinarily  it  grows  to  a  height  of  4  feet  and  bears  about 
twenty  flowers  on  a  stem,  but  it  has  reached  a  height 
of  6  to  7  feet  with  as  many  as  sixty  flowers.  The  vivid 
orange-red  flowers  are  3  inches  across,  covered  with 
numerous  small  brown  spots.  It  blooms  so  abundantly 
as  to  need  staking  if  planted  in  a  windy  situation. 
Stem-rooting.  Plant  in  fall  or  early  spring,  8  inches 
deep.
